AUmt the mid of the 
prrarrit nionlli a ahip arrives nttnii&Ily 
frum Luo-chou Willi 10,(111(1 laels uf gubl 
to purchase good*. Shuuld a vr»rl t'rum 
Hungk'uig chance to luok ii) about thai 
lime? she wuuld probably »ll her raigu. 
if auitahle. at good jiricea. Teas have 
been offered in barter for m an ufac lured 
gimds ; but they were mostly cnarw. and 
the belter »oits badly ilried. The rates at 
niueh an exchange nf conitnodiiien could 
have been effet-tttl, were scarcely *o guud 
a* thuie, which any day, are pro- 
curable in Caiilun II ia evident, 
that, for mine lime, Puo-chow-foo will 
nut offer facilitie* for any large transac- 
tion*, The want uf capital will limit the 
purchaaet to small parcels, and a vessel 
would seldom be able t« dinpuse uf a inf- 
Bctenl 4iianliiy of guods tu imluce brr to 
incur the trouble and expense of a visit. 
I'ltimately there may he a change. Cn* 
I :'»li»(> will find nut the advantages of 
pun 'hasiiig where the gnudl have not 
afterward* to pay a heavy inland carriage. 
Fine teas, al.in, will !,e mure r&aily dn- 
poaed uf at the [mrt of the district where 
they rtow, than after they have been 
trnuspirted to a diitanl place. Hut this 
will lake time. Commerce is already es- 
tablished, and it will be difficult to change 
it* current. The Uamon tea-men, thla 
year, have got all, or nearly all, the good 
teas in their hands, and there ii now lillle 
doubt llial they will miller severely by 
[heir atlejupl tu nutnopuJise the trade, 
drawing il nil to iheir own port. What 
inlhience Ihii will have uu the ucxl crop 
rrmains lu be seen ; hut we think a portion 
of it will be soli tu the foreign mere hauls, 
in the districts, where it is gruwn, and 
shipped from the ]nirti uf Foo-cbuw -fon, 
NingjK), and Mhangai, lo Knglaud direct, 
or to Hongkong, 

HoNi, Koso.— By the arrival of the 
Ma:rjipn we have received the following 
intelligence I — About the middle of Sep- 
tember the brig Harriet from Singapore 
wsj lent on the North riands at the entrance 
of the laiig-taze-kiang, within tire miles 
of tin. spot where the Cornwall met a 
similar fate, We art happy to hrar that 
the crew are saved, The Captain'* wife 
was on board and within a few day* of 
her eunhneinrnt. With much difficulty a 
part of her cargo was saved in China 
boat*, consisting uf longells, dutnestica, 
a case of watchei, kt. The Capiat a re- 
ports that the lost wil J amount to upwards 
of 100,000 dr.., including 4041 ingots uf 
guld of the value uf 3M> dn.ea.ch, belong- 
ing lu Chinese irtlled at Singapore. The 
Captain and crew were still at Shanghai 
when the Mazeppa left. The foreign 
cumin unity at Shanghai 'were enjoying 
ro'"i health, but business was dcill. The 
banpte irief arrived at Shanghai on the 
ind instant, and Ann it Kim, SjfifnrH, anil 
«w*/to*j,atW unsung on the Shi.'lhe Prteet 
on thestlh. — tlaiu/itmy ltttfitier, Oct. 15. 

On the 2nd imtaat, a tire hroke out 
in Shanghai, within a few doors uf the 
house occupied by T. A. tiibb, kup.aad 
in the immediate ticimty of the residences 
nf various tiriliah merchant*. Through 
the great exertion* of llie mandarins, the 
gttods and pa|«r* of Ihe merchant* were 
quickly removed, and the firemen, whome 
nervier* cannot l>e loo highly spoken of, 
Miun goi the Ramrn under. The house 
tiett to where the flames were stuppet! ivas 
filled with dry rushes, and a large quan- 
tity of saltpetre uai contained in Mr. 
Uihh't house. Hail the fire reached either, 
or hiuken out during the night, much 
greater damage must have occurred, iit* 
t oiling the houses of the British residents : 
as it waa, eight huuses were coiitimiecl. 
The principal mandarins, and H. M, 
Consul, were *peedily upon the spot, and 
were tinliring in their e*erli„jn to save 
projierty : Dr. Lockhar! and Mr Medtiurst 
wen- aln> of great srrv.ce. 

Ai Cljusrtn, frtih-chuw-foo, and Nui^jio, 
scarcely any hu*ine*9 vaa he transacted, 
The iiihaliianlsat all three |ilaces are well 
di^pos.'d towards foreigner*, who are 
pl*ced under no restrictions. The Caittnr

Her run to 
Anjer was accomplished in leventy-iive 
day* and a half, being the best of the 
season. After mopping there one day she 
came straight up the China seas in twenty- 
three days. She bring* word that the 
lionrirli- passed Anjer on the 1 5th Sep- 
tember, twenty -seven day* out frum this 
port. Considering the season nf the year, 
this alio is one of the best passage! that 
ha< been made.

2'A,) 
Uy the It'arfort, which arrived on 
Thursday taal. we learned that an at- 
tack had U'en made at (•'uh-chow-fuo, 
upon mute ufihe oldcera of ihe Prater- 
/liar, who had gone aabure to shoot. 
The arrival of the Protrrjiinr here has 
enabled us to procure fuller in fu rotation, 
of which (he futluwing ii the amount 
The steamer having gune up to the city, 
snd delivered her despatches, returned n> 
the mouth of the river, where ihe- lay se- 
veral days, awaiting the arrival of thf 
ft over nor, M, Pavis, in the Castor. While 
she was there, Mr. Walker, assistant til 
Mr, Lay, our Consul, prucured leave of 
absence, and came down in a China boat 

10 visit his friends, whom he re (pleated tu 
join him in a walk on shore. I). Startin 
and Mr. Pottinger, the Purser, taking their 
f lias, weui ashore Willi him in his boat. 
They bargained wilh the nalives for some 
supplies of provision* for ibe vessel, n bich 
they agreed to send down. They (hen 
strolled nn, and fur a considerable lime 
niet with no interrupt ion, though numbers 
followed them, apparently attracted by 
curiutity . but as they had several times 
before gone ashore higher Bp the river, 
and invariably met a kind receptiun, this 
alii acted little attention. They were re- 
turning towards the vessel, nlung [lie nar- 
row [outpalhi through the paddy fields, out- 
side a village which they had nol entered, 
when Mi. Walker, who was the moil ad- 
vanced uf the party was, without the least 
warning, iltuck from behind with u mat- 
tock. Fortunately the blow did nut lake 
effect as intended, and after calling to the 
othen that he had been struck, he warded 

011 a second blow from the same person 
wilh hi* stick, anil it was unly when a 
Ihird was aimed at him. that he knocked 
down liisauailant. Mr. Pottinger, the last 
of the party, was taken equally by sur- 
prise, the gun w rested out of hi* hands, 
and deliberately fired at him, by good 
fortune without duing him any injury, 
lu the mean time the Doctor, seeing Mr. 
Walker unasked, tried lu furce his tray 
through the native* who occupiedlhe fool- 
path between them and attempted to inter- 
cept him. As souti a* he reached a broader 
pan uf the path they closed iron nJ him. 
and seizing his gun, wished to tike il from 
him. Finding he could nut retain il 
against the numbers who had bold of it, he 
tired uff both barrels befott- quilting il. by 
which it is underslsod one of the assailant* 
was killed and a nut her dangerously 
wounded, The check thus given, alluited 
all three time lo reach the shore j but Mr. 
Walker, whu arrived first, had scarcely got 
iulo the boat when the persons in it 
pushrd off and he could not induce 
Ihein either to return for the rest or 
to go off to give aq aiarut on board 
the Pntarpine. The Doctor wai there- 
fore forced into the water, where every 
missile within reach was hurled at him, 
w ithout doing much harm. Mr. Pulliiigei , 
who could not swim, was a second time 
attacked, knocked down by a blow on the 
head from n mattock, and when duHu 
again struck wilh it nv*e the head, his 
pockets rilled, and pan of his cluthe* turn 
off. He was only saved frum their hands, 
apparently in a lifeless slate, by the arrival 
of a boat from the steamer, where for- 
luualely Ihe whole had been observed. 
Oti it* arrival, (he cowardly miscreants fled 
in all i i reel ions, bm it was not until taken 
on board the steamer thai he showed aigut 
of life, having received Lwn severe cut* on 
the head, both laying bate the scull. We 
are liappy to learn he has made a rapid 
recovery, aud is riuw nearly quile well. 
The liner boatmen w ere put in irons and 
detained, as they had shown signs of lieiug 
in collusion with the others. Two uf 
I hem found means lo free tbenibelies ihmug 
the night, and left their boatoti the mast 
and larne sculling oar. As the tide runs 
fdrung it was nol nwerlnined what became 
of them. The third w as given uitr to the 
Mandarins, The Consul being informed of 
what had happened applied to the Mandarin!,, 
and one was sent down to inieitigale the 
case. Finding nothing was gained by his 
mission, a second application Was made, 
and a second Mandarin of higher rank seni 
ou the same errand , hut, so far u* was 
known when the Pro**rpinr left, with no 
heller effect. Such trifling with n case 
s» allruciuus (haws, but too plainly, an 
intention to do nothing in the cane, 
und we consider it moil disgraceful 
if il |j alluwed to pais in mIciiic ll 
h« hern ascertained jhaJ it was from the 
same villages, an attack was made upon 
the surveying tessel, aud thai the inhabi- 
tants are a dislinct sei from the rrst of the 
natives of (he Province, living in a £teal 
measure by pirarv, like some of om own 
netghbour*, Impunity can only be ex- 
pected lu encourage them in their crimes, 
and unless severe punishment is iusntnl 
uu and intlineii, we uiav tspeel lu hear of 
wore successful attempts. Should soih 
occur, the lespunsibility must reit wilh 
thuse who atlrn thentse)rr„ In lie hiiod- 
witited or talked over by the Imul Magu- 
liales, wtto pioliably enough luive their 
own rr.uoui tor wishing to let th* ntaller 
te*t.
